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Ottawa, January 9th, 1941— 
Qew year message to the Canadian 
people, the prime minister Mr King 
warned against foolish optimism over 
the war situation for the coming year. 
“We have everythiiig to gain and noth- 
ing to lose” he said “by viewing its 
stark realism, the tremendous task 
which faces the defenders of freedom’. 
Liberty throughout the world would 
depend upon labor in the new world. 
He called upon the Canadian people for 
@n unremitting effort towards the goal 
of victory. This is the spirit that per- 


vades the capital at the turn of the 
year, 
In a recent speech at Ottawa, Sir 


Hugh Dowding, British Air Chief Mar- 
shal, ard former Chief of the Royal 
Air Force fighter command, said that 
the solution of the night bombing 
taids was in sight. It would not be 
long before the nrenace was answered 
in actual practise. This good news was 
already told the Canadign people 
through a press conference of a few 
days before, Tlw Air Marshal did not 
(ndicate the exact form of the counter 
measures to be taken. He ridiculed 
the German claim that Churchill had 
become a dictator in Britain, “Mr 
Churchill today” he said, “is the true 
interpreter of the national character.” 

Here in Ottawa as in London, the 
thoughts and hopes of everybody are 
Centred on Washington, on the extent 
of the aid which the United States wili 
give to Britain. The growing sympathy 
of the people of the United Stutes iv 
Britain's heroic defence of the citadels 
of freedom was voiced clearly by Pre- 
sident Roosevelt in his broadcast. 
There has been a wave of public ap. 
proval of this speech in the United 
States. Now it is to be seen what 
force congress andthe peopke of the 
United States are going to put into the 
actual production of war supplies 
Lord Beaverbrook, the minister of air. 
craft production in Britain, has recent- 
ly said that there is a growing flow of 
bombers across the Atlantic from the 
United States. Now anadians as well 
as the British will be watching anx- 
lously for increasing quantities of sup- 
plies, for ships as well as aircraft 
(rom the country which Mr Roosevelt 
called the “arsenal of the democrac- 
les.” 

It looks as if the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial governments are going to car- 
ty out the conference on the Sirois 
Report in a thoroughly business-like 
way. There is gping to be a plhenary 
session at the opening of the confer- 
ence in the House of Commons, This 
gives a fitting setting to the moment- 
ous gathering. This is not an ordinary 
Dominion-Provincial conference, but 
one which may well be historic, After 
this first meeting the conference will 
be divided into four committees, one 
on finance, another on labor and un- 
employment,'a third on special prob- 
lems and the fourth on constitutional 
questions, There is no doubt that the 
federal government is not in any way 
going to try to force the issue. Initia- 
tive will be left largely to the provin- 
ces, It seems probable that it no de- 
cisions can be reached before the op- 
ening of parliament on February 17, 
the conference will adjourn until a 
later date. The Sirois Report was the 
result of long and careful investiga- 
tion, It has been felt by many that 
putting its recommendations, at least 
some of them into effect might help 
Canada in its war effort. The hope is 
therefore entertained that the fullest 
and most sympathetic consideration

One of the major factors in preventing 
orices getting out of contro! has been 
the cooperation with control agencies 
in Great Britain. 

Measures are being taken to 
vent wastage of steel and to conserve 
it for wartime needs, In 1941 it is es 
timated that consumption mainly 
through war industry will amount to 
about 3,100,00 tons while the capacity 
of Canadian plants is about 2,100,000 
tons, Plants are being enlarged; the 
government is spendig $5,500,00 on an 
addition to an electric alloy steel 
plant. The steel controller has arrang- 
ed for imports of scrap form the Unit- 
ed States. Negotiations are proceeding 
Btates. To ca 
for the import of United States steel. 
To conserve steel, defence projects 
have used a great deal of wood. Steps 
taken to “freeze” models of motor 
cars, refrigerators, etc., will help. 
Wherever possible manufacturers are 
asked to find substitutes for steel in 
the products of their factories.

Financially the pape: had its ups 
and downs and on one or two occasions 
conditions looked as though it must 
cease publication, but stalwart friends 
tallied to the rescue, and subscribed 
funds necessary to the continuation of 
the paper. 

The Newspaper Directory of 
says— “A unique virile and 
force in over 25,000 Lomes”’ 

Showing the changes in newspaper 
format this 1881 edition is printed in 
4 and 6 pt. type and carries several 
advertisements on the front page. The 
price is one cent, Despite the small 
type the print is very legible. 

John Dougall was a strong advocate 
of strict temperance laws, and the 
Witness refused to carry any liquor 
advertisements, 

It is interesting to read this 60 year 
old, much worn, fragile edition, for it 
is one issue of a very noble _ brother- 
acod, published by the John Dougall 
and Son Co.

COMETS— WHO SAW THE COMET 
IN DECEMBER? 


As far as | know, only one person in 
Tudor saw the Cunningham Comet 
which was visible in the sky all 
through the month of December, and 
this man had a telescope. 

Many people connect comets with 
the end of the world. If the tail of a 
comet touches the earth, they think, 
we sball all be killed, Actually, this is 
highly improbable, Even if the earth 
were directly in the path of a comet, it 
is doubtful if anything very serious 
would occur, 

The tail of a comet does contain 
poisonous gas, Cyanogen, but the ma: 
ver is so rarified that it is highly doubt- 
ful that any serious consequences 
would ensue, 

In fact, the earth was supposed to 
have actually passed ihrough the tail 
of acomet in the year 1861. 

Several comets have come close en- 
ough to the earth to cause specula 
tion, Close, that is, speaking astrono 
aically, The Lexell Comet in the year 
1770, approached to within two million 
miles of our world, This might seem 
a pretty safe margin, to you; but as 
tronomers regard it as a very ciase 
shave, As it was a small comet it had 
practically no effect on the earth's 
tides. Had it been a really large one, 
coming that close, it would have shor- 
tened the length of our year by two 
hours and 40 minutes. So the astron- 
omers say; but you couldn't prove it 
by me, 

The tail of a comet is very long. 
The tail of the great comet of 1843, 
one of the finest in history, is suppos- 
ed to have reached a length of one 
hundred and fifty million mikes. 

There is a common idea abroad 
that comets affect harvests. Even 
“Comet wines” are spoken of. But we 
know, now, that the earth receives 
practically po heat from comets; and 
that they have no effectc whatever on 
weather, 

Since the telescope bas been invent- 
ed, four hundred new comets have 
been discovered. But only seventeen 
are visible to the naked eye. 

Messier, who was known as the 
“comet ferret” discovered all his com- 
ets with a small two foot telescope, 
with a two and a balf inch aperture, 
magnifying five times; and with a 
field of four degrees,

The aim of the CBC

PROBABLE REDUCTION OF 
CALGARY POWER RATES 

A proposition of the Calgary Power 
Company to change the rate system 

om ics present basis to a minimum vi 
$2.50 for the first twenty kilowatts, 
and two cents per kwt. over, was tab- 
led until a representative could attend 
and explain more in detail its work- 
ings. It is felt that on the present pow- 
er consumption, the citizens of the 
town would be saved from eight to 
nine hundred dollars per year. Some 
75 per cent of the users of the powe! 
would benefit, and the rate would be 
stepped up slightly for the remainder 
it was felt some satisfactory system 
might be arranged for these, in order 
to counter the higher rate. The change 
is being made because consumption of 
power has gone up to a point where 
Strathmore is now in a different brac- 


ket, and where it can be supplied 
cheaper on the bulk. 
Councillor Quirin explained the 


work that had been done on the pump- 
house, and the work that is following 
in the very near future. It was in wery 
sad shape, and the mechanical set-up 
was in danger of breaking down, and 
causing severe damage to the motor.
